All Except Handful Of 
Federal Workers Barred 
From Political Activity 


| WASHINGTON, (Pp: — President | 
| Roosevelt today signed the prece-

dent-shattering Hatch Bill 
removes all but top-bracket feder- 


! al Officials from politics for the first 


time in U. S. history. 


Mr. Roosevelt declared that “hun- 
dreds” of questions had arisen and 
would arise as to the application of 
the political bars of the bill. 

“I am, therefore,” he said, “ask- 


.ing the attorney general to take the 


necessary steps through the new 
civil liberties unit of the depart- 
ment of justice in order that the 
civil rights of every government em- 
ploye may be duly protected and 
that the element of fear may be re- 


| moved.” 


It was understood the civil lib- 
erties unit will conduct an advisory 


; service for all affected. individuals 


to determine legality of acts which 
come under the new law. The unit 
will answer inquiries of any federal 
employe who might fear that some 
act would make him subject to 
criminal penalties of the new law. 

The bill bars from political work 
all federal employes except for a 
handful of high ranking executives, 
including cabinet members, the Pre- 
sident’s personal staff and policy- 
making officials whose appoint- 
ments are subject to senate. confir- 
mation.

SANTA MONICA (lP—The “battle 
of Santa Monica bay” continued to- 
day with Tony Cornero’s palatial 
gambling flagship Rex still under 
siege, although the forces of the state 
attorney general had disabled three 
other ships in the gambling fleet.

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After Punishment 


If You Do, You Confess 
to Him That You Have 
Made Grevious Error 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


ASSUMING that a punishment 
has been wisely chosen, it brings 
best results when it is entirely con- 
nected in the young child’s mind 
with the object or activity he should 
have avoided. Practically all the 
failures, all the ill-effects, all the 
heartaches incident to punishment 
come from the fact that punishment 
always is administered by a person, 
usually by the parent. Rarely is it 
connected in the child’s mind solely 
with the forbidden act; nearly al- 
ways it is tied up in his nervous 
system with how the punisher feels 
at the moment toward the child pun- 
ished. 


We parents can reduce these ele- 
ments in punishment by planning 
together, long before the infant 
needs his first punishment, when 
punishment should be employed and 
exactly how it should be done, and 
resolving to abide by our sacred 
agreement. In the event we are in 
doubt at any time, we shall do noth- 
ing. In our frequent conferences 
from time to time, we shall strive 
continuously to look ahead to fore- 
see new problems and plan ways of 
meeting them before they arise. 

It is after we have punished the 
child that,we are likely to do the 
most harm. You know how the baby, 
on beginning to climb and creep and 
walk, responds to the first rebuke or 
first spank. He is surprised; his feel- 
ings are hurt, and your heart no 
doubt is nearly broken by his piteous 
cries and sobs. Perhaps he clings to

MORE THAN 4,060 MAKES OF AUTOMOBILES HAVE 
APPEARED SINCE INTRODUCTION OF 


VEHICLE IN 1868 


WASHINGTON, (l?—More than 
4,000 makes of automobiles have ap- 
peared on the markets of the world 
since France introduced the first in 
1868, the Smithsonian Institution 
reports. 

The rapid rise of the industry, as 
manufacturers of everything from 
bird cages to guns turned their fac- 
tories into automobile plants, was 
attended by sudden ruin for most 
of them. The course of the industry 
is reflected in a loan exhibit of the 
institution prepared by Frank 
Walker, of Pontiac, Mich, Walker 
is making a collection of mame 
plates from as many cars aS pos- 
sible. His exhibit consists of the 
plates he has collected. 


The French idea of an automo- 
bile propelled by an internal com- 
bustion engine had spread to Aus- 
tria, Great Britain and Italy by 1889 
with a general broadening of scope 
until it reached Belgium, Switzer- 
land and the United States, where 
the ORY has seen its greatest 


development. Two-thirds of the 300 
cars on the market in 1875 were ex- 
tinct within 25 years. however.

SIMPLE SKIN TEST TELLS 
IF PATIENT HAS 
CANCER CONDITION 


PHILADELPHIA, (W)—Dr. Ben- 
jamin Gruskin, director of oncol- 
ogy (tumor and cancer pathology at 
Temple Medical School here, has 
developed a simple skin test for 
cancer. 

Revelation of the new cancer test 
was made when Dr. Gruskin filed 
for patent rights, thereby acknow- 
ledging apparent success for his dis- 
covery. 

The test, which was reported suc- 
cessful in 90 per cent of cases at- 


tempted, consists merely of inject- | 


ing a specially prepared fluid under 


the epidermis, or outer skin. The, 


fluid is processed from tissues of 
embryo of calves, sheep or pigs. 

If a person is cancerous in some 
part of the body, the section of the 
skin where the fluid was injected 


, will turn a telltale red, according to 


the test. The weal will then push 
out thin projections, or pseudopia 
(false feet). 

However, if the skin does not 
change color, and the pseudopodia 
do not appear, the person is not 
suffering a cancerous condition, the 
tests showed.
